snd additional bonda to the extent of 
$11, 000 were issued about a year ago, 
for extentions, additional machinery, 
and heavier copper It ia the opinion 
of the engineer in charge, that, had the 
city installed alternating rather than 
direct current, in the beginning, the 
original cost would have been less; and 
a large part of the $11,000. would not 
have been required. Satisfied with 
municipal ownership. 

NICHOLASVILLE. 
Population 3,500; municipal, single 
phase, a. c. plant selling current at 7, 
cents per killowatt-hour for lighting 
and 3 centa tor power. Original coat 
of plant 12 years ago was $12,000.00 
provided by bonds, all of which have 
been paid.

AWAITS SOME ANSWERS. 

Editor Wsllon of the 
says Democracy ia 
answer. Here is bis editorial: 

"Several weeks hsve paaaed since 
Dr. Board made the charge that be en- 
gineered in the interest of Gov. Beck- 
ham for United States Senator, a deal 
either at his instigation ur connivance, 
by which the liquor men of Louisville 
supported him tor the office, many of 
them, including Jim Whsllen, contri- 
buting largely to his campaign fund. 
The result waa that the Fails City gave 
Beckham s substantial majority, which 
so delighted him that he made a per- 
sonal call on Mr. Whailen at his Buck- 
ngham Theater and overwhelmed him 
with thanks. The alleged deal waa to 
the effect that the Senator and his fol- 
lowers would make no further war on 
the liquor interests. To tbis good hour 
Senator Beckham I 
f the charges and 
them aa confessed. 

It haa also been charged that another 
deal was made with the saloon men in 
Frankfort that for their support no 
agitation for a local option election 
would b# advocated by the Beckham 
nlerests. The fact that none was held 
then slthough elections were held in 
Lexington. Owensboro and other cities, 
seems to prove that there are ground.) 
for the charge. 

In hia speech at Frankfort, right 
under the noses of the Beckham folk, 
Owsley Stanley charged that a vote on 
Mate *■ nie prohibition was beaten in 
the last Legislature only by one vote, 
the result of which could easily have 
been changed had Senator Beckham 
and his henchmen turned their hands to 
to the effort, which they did not. Mr. 
Stanley dare not make charges that he 
can not prove, and the fact that no at- 
tempt haa been made to disprove this 
charge aeema to indicate that the truth 
of it is grsnled. 

So much for charges concerning Sen- 
ator Beckham. Denials of a few against 
H. V. McChesney are likewise in order 
if he can truthfully do so. He is char- 
ged with saying that he had rather aee 
a "dry" Republican in the United 
States Senate than a "wet" Democrat, 
that every Democratic paper which 
doea not advocate State wide prohibitian 
should be boycotted and that he declar 
ed in hia apeech at Wincheater that he 
waa not there to speak for Democracy, 
but a "higher and holier cauae. " If he 
has ssid sny of these things he is not 
deserving of a Democratic nomination. 
If he did not, he owes it to the party to 
disavow them. Prohibition is not 
cardinal principal of Democracy, and 
it is not s sin against Democracy to 
oppose a further agitation of the liquor 
question. We can readilv believe that 
Mr. McChesney made the remark about 
newspapers when we recall his efforts 
against the paasage of a more liberal 
law in regard to libel, which all the 
newspapers advocated, and which was 
finally paaaed. 

Both Senator Beckham and Candidate 
McChesney owe it to the people to deny 
these serious charges if theyesn. Other 
wise they will be taken for confessed 
and they will be proceeded againat 
fore the great bar of public opinion for
